The matter I wanted to takk over with you has come to ahead. As 
you may pissibly have surmised, it was concerning a position as Assistant 
Curator here at the Society. A week ago my assistant, Mr. Robertson, 
dropped dead. Consequently, it is imperative that we get someone sooner 
than we were at first planning. Mr. Mosher, Mr. Duffield and one or 
two others have suggested your name, 


The position here would require, naturally, a person with a good 
education, with a knowledge of coins, or at least a strong liking for 
coins and a collector by instinct. The knowledge of coins need not 
necessarily have to be large but the mere, naturally the better. 


One should have a reading knowlege of French or German or better, 
both, with some knowledge of Latin and an axquaintance with Greek and also 
the ability to do research work. The person should also be naturally neat, 
methodical and be a reasonably good letterer, sufficient to label boxes, 
etc. One should also be somewhat of a jack of all trades because one 
has to do some constructive work, such as cleaning coins, etc. Mr, Robertson 
was a good photographer so that we had been doing all of that in the building 
and it would be well to have any assistant be able to carry on this work. 


The salary would probably start at around $35. a week with the 
assurance of one or two raises as assistant. Eventually the person should 
succeed as Curator. In that case there should be a decided advancement. 


I am laying these matters in detail before you so that if the 
position inte ests you, we would like to have you give us an answer as soon 
as possible. We have one or two others in view and if you are interested, 
I wish you would state what qualifications you may have, especially along 
the lines that I have indicated. Then we would naturally like to make an | 
appointment with you so that things could be talked over more generally 
and so you could meet some of our officers and consequently arrive at some 
conclusion. If the position does not interest you, let me know as soon as 
possible. As TI have said before, we have one or two others in prospect.
